Beaver Creek Township 
Supervisor Irene Schultes has 
successfully dodged a voter recall 
_| effort sponsored by township resident 

Gerald Balmes. She did so by 
challenging 12 signamres submitted 
on Balmes’ recall petition. 

In early March, Balmes tamed in 
his petitions to Crawford County Clerk 
Sandra Moore, who tumed them over 
to the Beaver Creek clerk for 
validation. There were 131 signatures, 
118 of which were verified. Schultes 
then had the opporuunity to do her own 
verification, which she did, 
challenging the validity of 12 of the 
signatures. 

In a letter to Moore, Schultes 
challenged three signatures for being 
different than they appeared on the 
official voter registration list. The 
other nine signatures were challenged 
for being dated after the circulator’s

The planned public meetings are the 
second phase of the township’s and 
City’s efforts %0 combine forces to 
create a “master plan.” 

The first phase involved collecting 
data and analyzing that data. Surveys 
have been sent out to local leaders, a 
base map is being prepared, and social 
and economic demographics for the 
area are being compiled. 

In January, the City and Township 
of Grayling hired Mark Wycoff of the 
Planning and Zoning Center of Lan- 
sing to develop a master plan. The 
company had been recommended to 
the Board of Commissioners to com- 
plete a county-side master plan. The 
board dropped the idea of a master 
plan in favor of a plan led by the 
municipalites, 

“We wasted over two years mon- 
keying around waiting for the county,” 
said Stancil. “We really don’t have 
any choice, We need to plan for the 
future. It’s going to be a long, drawn- 
out process, but we're getting on it.” 

Grayling Township officials had 
already voted to include $12,500 in 
the 1996 budget to pay for the county- 
wide plan. That money is now financ- 
ing the $19,995 project. The balance 
wil} come from the township’s 1997 
budget. 

“You tend to use zoning to plan and 
that isn’t the way it should be,” said 
Stancil. “We want to do it the right

“T trust that you will concur with 
the same results as myself on these 
challenged items and thereby nullify a 
recall election with these petitions,” 
Schultes wrote. 

After Moore investigated the 
challenge, she agreed the 12 signanures 
were invalid. 

“Recalls should not be allowed in 
an election year,” said Schultes “I’m 
happy that it failed. It had nothing to 
do with how I do my job.” 

Balmes needed 115 valid signatures 
to force a special recall election. The 
disqualifications leave him with only 
106 valid signatures. 

According to Moore, the recall 
effort is dead, unless Balmes decides 
to start over, The entire process took 
Balmes five months and in another six 
months Schultes’ position will be up 
for grabs in the November general 
election.

The planners will want to look at 
every nook and cranny of the 180 
square miles that make up Grayling 
Township and the one square mile that 
makes up the City of Grayling, said 
Stancil. 

Other townships have been invited 
to participate, but so far none have 
joined the process. Stancil indicated 
they wouldn't be completely left out. 
The plans of townships that border 
Grayling Township will have to be 
considered, he said. 

The area along Four Mile Road is 
critical and very sensitive, believes 
Stancil. Any decisions for zoning that 
area should be discussed with Beaver 
Creek Township, he indicated, That is 
exactly what he did before approving 
commercial zoning that allowed 
Charlie’s Country Comer to be built. 

“It would be poor planning without 
contacting the neighboring township,” 
said Stancil. “You have to work to- 
gether, particularly where your 
bourkiaries meet.” 

Ultimately, how good the plan is 
will depend on bow much input is 
received, said Stancil. “The planning 
isn't going to be very good if we don’t 
have a lot of input.”

The interview was held in the 
Michigan Room in the Olds Plaza

Engler: Well, let’s just say if ] walk 
out this door and something falls off 
the roof and lands on me, Connie 
Binsfeld is fully capable of becoming 
governor of this state. She's a woman 
of a tremendous amount of experience 
from the local level right on through 
the state level. 

CNS: Your recommended cuts and 
restructuring of adult education have 
received a ot of attention. Can you tell 
us why you selected adult education 
for 90 many cuts? 

Eagler: I believe certainly in giving 
people a second chance.

CNS: There’s still a lot of money 
being pulled out of the budget for 
adult ed.

CNS: There's a capital outlay 
proposal before the Legislature that 
seeks about $440 million for higher 
education projects and about $189 
million for prisons in the state. How 
crucial are those budgets? 

Engler: One’s an investmem you 
love to make. The other one's an 
invesument you hate to make. But both 
investments are essential. 

We've worked hard to utilize the 
prisons we have. But we need one 
additional prison, a maximum-security 
prison, because we don't have enough 
prison options. We also need a punk 
prison, We've got 16- to 17-year-olds 
who are as dangerous, violent and evil 
as someone who is 25. 

As for university budgets, we've 
tried to provide a “balanced-budget 
bonus.” If Washington makes some 
changes, we think we can afford to 
provide an increase for higher 
education. 

If we don't get reform in 
Washington, if that all collapses, then 
I think we are looking at adjustments 
which I’m not going to be very excited 
about having to make.

Engler: I've been optimistic.

A AWNATER 
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DOODLES FROM 
THE TALL TIMBER_

This week's segment on the River 
of Sands, the AuSable is dedicated to 
all those who are soanxiously awaiting 
the coming of spring. 

The winter is long as only anorthern 
Michigan winter can be, especially 
one complicated by what we now know 
asa mini-ice-age between the ycars of 
1400 and 1900. The habitants spent 
the winter dividing their time between 
short hunting trips, ice fishing and 
spells of boredom. In the spring of 
1717, the ice finally broke up into 
mini-icebergs and a mush of crushed 
ice that heaved and moved from the 
wind in late April. Before the lake of 
the Hurons was totally free of ice, a 
dispatch canoe from Mackinac to 
Detroit stopped briefly at the AuSable, 
but it would be mid-May before the 
first Chippewa appeared to seule their 
debts. The trade was never brisk, but it 
was there nonetheless. In June, the 
rumor of Iroquois war pastics became 
real with the arrival of two families of 
Indians, who stopped only long cnough 
to acquire a litde powder for their one 
gun and a handful of arrowhcads before 
vanishing into the forests. 

With only a few men and ams the 
clerk ordered the posi abandoned, the 
remaining canoe was loaded with 
provisions and bales of furs. With only 
one canoe, the remaining trade goods 
and some furs were carefully cached, 
and the canoe quickly departed 
northward to the relative safety of 
Mackinac. The French presence at the 


mouth of the AuSable was temporarily 
at an end. 

Between the years 1689 and 1760, 
Britain and France were engaged in a 
series of wars which slowed the fur 
trade, but never did it cease altogether. 
The fur trade virtually ended, however, 
between 1760 and 1764, and the only 
travelers were those engaged in the 
French and Indian War. As British 
influence increased in the Great Lakes 
area, the beach at the mouth of the 
AuSable was used less and less as a 
camping place. The old French trading 
post disappeared in time to become 
one with the sandy shoreline. For a 
time, years unknown, a trader by the 
name of Reaume operated a wading 
post at the mouth of the AuSable, but 
he did not last long duc to dishonest 
dealings with the Indians in the area. 

By 1835, there was a settlement at 
the mouth of the AuSable known as 
Chipp Vill. Even at that date, most 
settlements were being made along 
the coast and if you wanted to go from 
Mackinac to Port Huron, you had only 
to follow the coast, but no one knew 
how to get to Mackinac by going 
overland, The fur trade was virtually 
over, and the people who resided in 
the lake shore villages, such as Chipp 
Vill, engaged in another commercial 
venture centering upon the abundant 
fishery offered by Lake Huron. The 
bark canoe was replaced by the wooden 
fishing boat propelled by sail.

The owl is one of the largest 
examples of a common object 
astronomers call a“planetary nebula.” 
“The term is misleading, for these 
objects have nothing todo with planets 
at all,” Teske explained. The objects 
were named by carly observers who 


thought their round, luminescent 


fade from view, perhaps after 50,000 


shapes resembled telescopic views of years. 


known planets in our solar system. 

“Today, we know that planetary 
nebulae are light-ycars-wide globes 
of bright gas, which one astronomer 
called ‘wreaths placed by nature 
around dying stars.’ Almost 1,000 
nebulae have been discovered in the 
volume of space around and near our 
sun,” Teske said. Astronomers 
estimate there may be SO times as 
many remaining to be discovered in 
our Milky Way galaxy. 

According to Teske, a star reaches 
the end of its life when no more 
thermonuclear fuel remains in its 
Geepest interior. Stars like our sun and 
those heavier than the sun undergo a 
final thermonuclear spasm just before 
this end state is reached. During this 
last stage, the star’s outer layers are 
propelled gently into space, revealing 
the hot, intensely brilliant core of the 
now-expiring Star. 

Once they are launched upon their 
final journcy, the gascous layers 
remain visible for only a shor time. 
The cjyected gases recede at about one 
million times a day, Teske said, 
growing more and more tenuous and 
dim until they dissipate into space and

Apparently this final event isn't 
always a smooth one that produces an 
expanding, perfect globe of gas. The 
blank spots inthe “eyes” of the Owl 
Nebula remind us that complicated 
forces, which astronomers don't yet 
understand, are at work during the 
ejection stages. The notion is supported 
by nicknames of other planetary 
nebulace—the Hourglass, the 
Dumbbell, the Helix and the Clown. 

The visible edges of the Owl Nebula 
have now reached five light-years form 
the star core left behind a2 its center. 
the nebula is already one of the largest 
and faintest of planetary nebulac. It 
will fade and disappear from view in 
perhaps another 10,000 years. The 
compact star core will fade much more 
slowly, taking a few billion years to 
blacken and cool.

C. Glen Catt dead at age 70

C. Glen Cat, founder of Glen's 
Markets and long-time business and 
civic leader, died Saturday, March 30, 
1996, ai his home in Naples, Florida. 
He was 70 ycars old. 

Catt opened the first Glen’s Market 
in Gaylord in 1951. His first grocery 
store job was in his junior and senior 
years in high school, when he was in 
charge of running the produce 
department at the Kroger store in 
Kalkaska. A self-starter, he had worked 
his way up in the grocery store 
business, after serving in World War 
Il and graduating from high school, 
eventually opening his first grocery 
store. 

In 1953, the Spartan Stores acccpted 
the market as a distributor, and 
continue to serve in that capacity. Catt 
later served on the Spartan Stores board 
of directors for 28 years, serving as 
chairman from 1969-1972, and 1973- 
1974, He retired from Glen's in 1988. 
Currently, there are 25 Glen's Markets 
around northem Michigan and the 
Upper Peninsula, which employ a total 
of 2,400 employees. 

Herald times publisher Jim Grisso, 
who has known Catt for 28 years, said: 


“I'll remember Glen as truly a caring, 
gentle man who never had an unkind 
word to say about anyone. Gaylord 
would not be one of the leading 
communities in northem Michigan 
today if it hadn't been for Glen Can. 
He will be missed.” 

“} think he'll go down as one of the 
real giants of our community,” said 
Chuck Berlin, president of Old Kent 
Bank in Gaylord. “He was one of the 
Most genuine and sincere people I've 
ever met, which he balanced with being 
a keen businessman. He had respect 
because he made it the old-fashioned 
way; he eamed it. He served on the 
bank board for 14 years and understood 
numbers as well as any banker.” 

Catt was also prominently involved 
in the business commanity,: 
instrumental in bring US Plywood, 
now Georgia Pacific, to Gaylord. 
Harold Elgas, long-time friend of Cart, 
also remembers his role in bringing 
Mayfair Plastics up from Detroit “He 
was material in winning the company. 
He went down to Detruit to recruit the 
company, and they’ ve been inGaylord 
ever since,” be said. 

“In all the things he did, be was one 
of a kind.

Question: 1 would like to know 
more about high blood pressere. If 
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my parents had K, am I more likely 
to develop it? Also, would] have any 
symptoms? 

Answer: Hopefully, this information 
from the American Heart Association 
will help answer your questions. Blood 
pressure is the force of the blood in the 
body pushing against the blood vessel 
walls, It is recorded as two numbers 
written one over the other. The top 
number refers to the systolic pressure. 
This pressure is generated by the 
contraction of the heart. The bottom 
number refers to the diastolic pressure, 
or the pressure exerted against the 
vessel walls while the heart is at rest 
between heart beats. 

Medical scientists have determined 
& normal range for blood pressure. 
People who have pressures 
consistently higher than normal are 
said to have high blood pressure or 


hypertension (140/90 or above). 

High blood pressure indicates the 
heart is straining to pump blood 
through the arteries. This is an 
unhealthy situation and can result in 
the following problems: 

—ithe heart can become enlarged 
(congestive heant failure; 

--the arteries can become scarred 
and less clastic; hardened and 
narrowed, they may be unable to carry 
the amount of blood the body’s organs 
need; 

—blood clots may form in a 
narrowed artery causing a heart attack 
or stroke. 

High blood pressure tends to runs in 
families. Also, the okder you get, the 
more likely it is that you may develop 
high blood pressure. Don’t wait 0 
have your blood pressure measured 
until you have symptoms, Usually high 
blood pressure has no symptoms; many 
people have it for years without 
knowing it. In fact, 46 percent of the 
people who have high blood pressure 
are unaware they have it, Some 60 
million Americans have this condition. 

The only way totell if youhave high 
blood pressure is by having it painlessly 
measured with a sygnomanomer. This 
can be done by your doctor or other 
heakh professional at an office visit. 
Also, area health fairs, pharmacies an 
senior centers frequently offer free 
blood pressure screenings. 

The health department, in 
conjunction with council on aging, 
offers blood pressure testing 
their senior screening program. For

YOUR SOCIAL SECURITY 


Women need to be especially alert 
to their Social Security nights and 
responsibilities to get the most out of 
their Social Security protection, 
Although Social Security is the same 
for men and women, difference in 
lifestyles and work patterns that 
characterize the genders can mean 
different panes of Social Security 
benefits and coverage. 

For example, women are more likely 
to qualify for benefits on the basis of 
their husband’s camings, than men 
are to qualify for benefits on their 
wife’s camings. Women may qualify 
for spouse's benefits, mother’s 
benefits, widow's bencfits or a 
divorced-spouse benefit. This means 
that women need to be aware of how 
Social Security treats them as workers, 
wives, widows, divorced wives and 
mothers. 


If you chose to be a homemaker, 
you are covered under Soc ial Security 
through your husband’s work, When 
the family income is reduced because 
of his retirement, death or disability, 
you may qualify for Social Security 


benefits at age 62, at any age if you 
have minor children in your care 
receiving benefits, or as elderly as age 
60. as a widow, or from age 50-59 as a 
disabled widow. However, if you 
divorce after less than 10 years of 
marriage, this protection is not 
available to you. 

If you chose a career outside the 
home—about 60 percent of all women 
do—you earn Social Security 
protection of our own for yourse!f and 
your family. If you die or become 
disabled, your children get benefits 
umil they're 18, or 19 if still in school. 
Your husbend could also qualify for 
* benefits on your camings.
